During the late vacation this 
Vishugaished young Irishman 
ret uh ei many demonstrations of 
_punlic gratitude, from communi- 
ties where he had been personal- 
ly unknown. The public din- 
ner given to him in tho city of 
Cork, and the address of the ca- 
tholics of Limerick, inviting him 
toasimilar distinctionin thatcity, 
have heen already communicated 
to the public. At Killarney ho 
was received with exclamations 
and bonflres—and the unusual 
but interesting spectacle of hun- 
ding the red deer, was celebrated 
to do him honor. At a dinner 
given in the neighborhood of Kil. 
larney, at which Mir. Phil- 
ips and Mr. Payne, the Ante- 
rican actor, were present; a toast 
Was given in combined reference 
to the two strangers, and the two 
countries to which thev belonged.

man, then, I venerate the mention 
of America; but as an Irishman, 
Econcede her claims on my af. 
fection. Never, oh never, while 
she has her memory left her can 
Ireland forget the home of her e- 
migrant, and the asylum of her 

xile. No matter whether their 
orrows spring from the errors of 
enthusiasm, or tho realities of suf- 
ferinz—from fancy or affliction, 
from fiction or from fact—tha 
must be reserved for the scrutiny 
of those whom the lapse of ages 
shall acquit of partiality. 


It is for the men of other ages 
to investigate and record it; but 
it is for the men of every age to 
hail the hospitality that re- 
éeived the shelterless, and 
love the ſeeling that befriended 
the unfortunate, But if America 
calls our gratitude for the past, 
how deeply does she draw upon 
onr interest ſor the future. Who 
can say, that when, in its follies 
or its crimes, the old world shall 
have interred all the pride of its 
power, and all the pomp of its 
civilization, human nature may 
not find its destined renovation 
in the new. Perhaps, when the 
(emple and the trophy shall have 
mouldered into dust—when the 
glories of our name shall be put 
to the legend of tradition, and the 
light of our discoveries only lire 
in song—Philosaphy may rise a- 
gain in the sky of her Franklin, 
und glory rekindle in the urn of 
her Washington. Is this the vi- 
sion of romantic fancy? Lappeal 
to history—the monumental re- 
cord of national rise and national 
ruin. Tell me, thou reverend 
chronicle of the grave, can the 
splendor of achiev ements, or the 
solidity of success, secure to em- 
pire the permanence of its pos- 
sessions? Alas! Troy thought 
s0 once, yetrthe land of Priam 
lives only in song——Thebes 
thought so ance, yet her hundred 
gates have crumbled, and her 
very tombs are but as the dust 
they were destined to commemo- 
rate—so thought Palmyra, where 
is she ? So thought the country 
of Demosthenes and the Sparian, 
yet Leonidas is trampled by the 
timid slave, and Athens insulte 
Ly the mindless Ottoman !—The 
days of their glory areas if they| 
had never been, aud the island 
that was then a speck, rude and 
neglected in the barren ocean, | 
aow rivals-the wealth of their 
commerce, the glory of their arms, 
the fame of their philosophers, '. 
the eloquence of their senate, the 
inspiration of their bards! Who. 
shall say. when contempiatin 
the past, that England, proud

It is the custom of your board, 
and a noble one it 1s. to deck the 
cup of the gay with the garland 
of the ~reat, and surely, even in 
ina eyes of ils deity, his grape 
is not less lovely when slowing 
beneath the foliage of the palm 
tree and the myrtle. Allow me 
to add one flower to the chaplet 
which though it sprung in, Ame- 
rica, is no exotic—virtuc has 
planted it and it is naturalised 
every where, 

No matter what miy be 
birth placa of such men as Wash- 
ington, No climate can claim, 
no conntry appropriate him: the 
boon of Pravidence to the human 
race, his fame is eternity, and his 
residence creation. ‘Though it 
was the defeat of our arms and 
the disgrace of our policy, I al- 
most bless the convulsion in 
Which he had his origin; ifthe 
heavens thundered and the earth 
rocked, yet when the storm pasa- 
ed, how puro was the climate 
that it cleared, how bright in the 
brow of the firmament was the 
planet it revealed to us? Inthe 
production of Washington it does 
really appear, as if nature was 
endeavoring to improve upn her- 
self, aud that all the virtues of the 
ancient world were but so many 
studies preparatory to the patriut 
of the new. Tudividual instan- 
ces, no doubt there were splen- 
did exempliſications of some sin- 
gle qualification. Cæsar was mer, 
ciful—-Scipio was continent-— 
Hannibal was patient—butit was 
reserved ſur Washington to blend 
them all in one, and like the love- 
ly chef d’eouvre of theGrecian ar- 
tist, exhibit in one glow of asso- 
ciated beauty, the pride of every 
model and the perfection ofevery 
master. As s general he mar- 
shalled the peasant into a vete- 
ran, and supplied by discipline 
the absence of experience. As 
a statesman, he enlarged tlie poli- 
cy of- the cabinet into the mast 
comprehensive system of general 
ail vantage; and such was the 
wisdom of his views, and the phi- 
losophy of his counsels, that to 
the soldier aud the statesman, he 
almost added the character of the 
sage. A conqueror, he was un- 
tainted with the crime of blood 
—a revolutionist,be was free from 
any stain of treason, for aggres- 
sion commenced the contest, and 
acouutry called him to the com- 
mand, Liborty unsheatbed his 
sword—necessity atained—vic- 
tory returned it.

COBBETT’S REGISTER. 

We have been considerabl 
surprised that Cobbet’s Ameri 
can Register, as published i 
this city, did not make its regu 
lar appearance, as heretofore 
and were led to make an enqui- 
ry of the publishers, as regarded 
the cause of its non-appearauce; 
when we were informed that 
they had received no manuscript 
since the number dated June 29, 
and published here on Seplem- 
ber 24th. 

The reason for this delay of 
manuscript, the publishers could 
not inform us; but they were in- 
duced to suppose it was occa- 
sioned either by the late impor- 
tant meetings which have taken 
place in England; in which Mr. 
Cobbett has been particularly 
interested, and which must have 


occupied a great portion of his 


time; or thatthe manuscript has 
been arrested in its progess, and 
may be noi safein the custody 
of the British attorney general; 
or what is not very likely, that 
there has been a shameful neg- 
lect in the agents employed to 
forward it. 

One of those three causes, 
the publishers informs us, they 
consider as producing the delay 
which excited our surprise; we 
are inclined to place it entirely 
to the first, a very natural one: 
for, as Cobbet stated. it was to 
inform the people of England 
of their wrongs, and to produce 
a crisis of amendment, that he 
published his writings in Amer- 
ica, which the tyranny of the 
times did not permit him to do in 
England.—Now, if that onisis 
has arrived, and the PEOPLE oF 
Esciaxpn manifestly declare 
that they know their wrongs, 
and mean to repress them, we 
may naturally conclude,that Mr. 
Cobbett will have abundance of 
business cut out on the other 
side of the Atlantic, without dis- 
luthing the serenity of the pious 
Gossack priesthood of Connec- 
ticut, or pricking the conscien- 
ces of his o Fairnps in Phil- 
adelphia and New York.

Mr. CnunIEss, 

Some may think it presump- 
tuous in any individual to arraign 
an act of the Legislature, and say 
khat any thing better could have 
been done on the same subject.— 
Yet I cannot suppress my surprise 
and regret on reading in your last 
paper “An act to incorporate a 
board of trustees for superinten- 
ding schools in the town of St. Lou- 
is.” As far as it was the object of 
that law, to liberalize the minds of 
our future citizens by bringing in- 
struction to our doors, and placing 
the Blessing of education within the 
reach of every individual, I admire 
the spirit that produced it. But I 
submit it to the judgment of the 
people of St. Louis, if the Legisla- 
ture have not both mistaken the 
means of attaining the end proposed, 
and encroached upon the rights of 
apart of their constituents, 

The first section of the act, incor- 
porates particular persons by name, 
and gives them power “to take and 
hold any estate either real or per- 
sonal, which may be given for the 
use of the sahools’”—to dispose of 
all property thathas been or may 
be given by Congress, to the town 
of St. Louis, for the use of schools— 
to employ teachers—to make rules 
Kc. I make no doubt that the gen- 
tlemen whom the Legislature have 
thought fit to appoint, are as com- 
petent to the task assigned them as 
any in the county,and would pro- 
bably have been elected by the peo- 
nle, if an opportunity had been of- 
fered. Let is it not strange that 
the Legislature should arhitrarily 
appoint seven persons (and that too 
ſor life, with no possibility of remo- 
val) withoutour knowledge or con- 
sent, and in no wise answerable to 
us for any of their acts, and give 
them an absolute control over all 
the property real and personal, pre- 
sent and to come of the town: of St. 
Louis? If the town of St. Louis 
has any property, it belongs to the 
town, and not to any distinct body 
of men whom the Legislature may 
think proper to incorporate. Con- 
gress, I believe, has not yet given 
any land tothe town of St. Lonis ; 
ithas only promised io give—But 
suppose it given—then I say our 
Legislature has justas much power 
to enact that Governor Clark shall 
“rent and dispose of” Col. Chou- 
teau's mansion house, and its ap- 
pendages, as they have to enact 
that the board of trustees fur su- 
perintending schools” shall “rent 
and dispose of” lands belonging to 
the town of St. Louis. The town 
of St. Louis has been for several 
years in the exercise and enjoyment 
of its corporate powers and privi- 
leges, and cannot by any hasty ill- 
advised act of our Legislature, be 
deprived of those prospective ad- 
yantages which the liberality of 
Congress has already evinced a de- 
termination to bestow. 

I believe the gentlemen appoint- 
ed as trustees are at present all resi- 
dents of this town : yet the trust re- 
posed by the general assembly is 
purely personal and must follow them 
wherever they go, so that, if they 
should scatter into as many coun- 
ties as there are individuals among 
them, still they are the “board of 
trustees for superintending schools 
in the town of St. Louis.“ If the 
Legislature were desirous of getting 
a character of liberality, by giving 
away that which did not belong to 
them, they might at least, have al- 
lowed us to choose the men who are 
to govern the fund, or have restrict- 
ed their term of service to a limited 
period. 

The second section empowers the 
trustees to fill all vacancies that 
may happenin their body, and to 
„appoint other trustees to the num- 


In har spe vivu. | ber of thirteen!! How preposter- 
ous is it to call a body of men thus 


concerns as this new-fangled board 
can be — nut for tlie people at large, 
for they have no interest in proper- 
lty given to the town of St, Louis.— 
Then it is a mere unconditional 
grant of absolute and almost anli- 
mited power to private men, who 
hold their places jor life, with an 
inherent power of perpetual renova- 
tion. Free from responsibility to 
any earthly tribunal, they have no 
check but their own opinions of pro- 
priety. I doubt not the gentlemen 
who form the present will 
in every instance act correctly yet 
they are members: of a corporation 
which must live for ever, and I can 
easily conceive that at no very dis- 
tant day, (considering the mode of 
appointment) men unworthy of pub- 
lic confidence may creep into seats 
at that board, : 

The third section provides for 
the organization of the corporation, 
and that they “shall take into con- 
sideration the state of the granis and 
donations for the use of schools, and 
devise means for securing the same, 
and putting them into a state of 
profit, &c.“ What grants and do- 
nations? None surely were ever 
made to this new board of trustees, 
andit willbe altogether vain and 
idle for them to «take into conside- 
vation” the state of grants and do- 
nations made to others persous.— 
Butsays the act, they are to de- 
vise means for securing the same.“ 
If there be any graut or donation tv 
the town of St. Louis, I should like 
to know what means this new board 
of trustees could „devise to secure“ 
it to themselves; I can think of 
none but force an{l arms, for surely 
the right would be against them ; 
otherwise our Legislature have 
power to invalidate a grant made by 
the United States, and to appropri- 
ate the thing granted to whatever 
use their wisdom may direct. 

The fourth section provides. that 
‘when required, the trustees shall 
lay before the Legislature the state 
of their funds, &c What can this 
be for? they have reserved to them- 
selves no power of visitation or cor- 
rection; they cannot think of re- 
pealing or modifying one clause of 
the charter, though rendered ne- 
cessary by the most flagrant abuse 
ofthe trust confided. ‘The fact is, 
there seems to me no possible means 
of correcting the errors, the trustees 
may at any time commit, and Lhave 
only this consolation, that the char- 
ter is void and nügatory so far as 
it grants to this new board of trus- 
tees, things which have been or may 
hereafter be granted to any other 
person. And upon the whole, L take 
the charter to be 4 perfect Legisla- 
tive monster, and only worthy to 
be read for the purpose of gratifying 
our natural propensity to things 
novel and ridiculous.

ARRIVAL OF TIIE JAVA, 

On Tuesday last the CnitedStates 
frigate Java, Commodore Perry, ar- 
rived in New-Port, R. I. in 40 days 
from Port Mahon and 24 trom Gib- 
raltar.

Treaty of Peace, which was con- 
cluded with the Dey of- Algiers, by 
the American Commissioners, on 
the 25th of December. Mr. Handy 
Secretary to the mission, arrived in 
this city on Thursday evening, on 
his way to the seat of Government, 
with a copy of thenew treaty and 
despatches for the Secretary of 
state. Wo understood that this 
Treaty differs from that concluded 
by Commodore Decatur, only in 
the particular clause relating to the 
sales of encmies prizesin the port

islanders. The Trial’s crew were- 
down at dinner—Mr, Hovell was on 
the quarter deck, folding a mat with 
a friendly chief—the latter, un some 
signal, supposed to have been given 
by the former, sprang upon Mr. 
Hovell with his club, and struck 
him on the back of the head—bhe 
reeled, half stunned—-a second blow 
was aimed at him, which he avoided 
by pushing forward | and precipita- 
ting himself down | the forecastle 
hatchway. The assailants now 
crewded upon the upper deck of 
which they had obtdined complete 
possession, while several who had 
intruded themselves between decks 
were opposed by the people and kil- 
led— Those above tried to ship the 
main hatch, in order to shut the 
crew below, but to prevent this two 
men were stationed at the hatch way 
who kept them off with their mus- 
kets. Their numbers were increas- 
ed, and a rush was nginentarily ex- 
pected. A constant fire was kept 
up from below, and the natives 
crowded all on the quarter deck to 
keep clear of the firing of the hatch 
way. The cabin sky light afforded 
an opportunity of firing upon them 
there, the occasion was embraced, 
and two discharges drove them off 
the quarter deck. ‘I'hey were asto- 
nished and confoumfed at the unex- 
pected attack through the sky light, 
which was fatal to several: they ran 
forward, still determined however 
to persist in their attempt in captur- 
ing the vessel. 


In passing forward they again 
were fired at fromthe hatchway— 
but at this critical moment, arrived 
Jacky Warry; a native who had 
before belonged to the Trial and by 
his directions to cut the cables of the 
two vessels, the crew were reduced 
to the last extfemity. They soon 
drifted ashore, and the assailants 
to avoid the firing, crowded in and 
about the long boat. All appeared 
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lost; yet to avoid the horrors of fal- 


ling alive into the hands of the as- 
siilynts, the crew caine to the reso- 
lution of blowing up the vessel, and 
involving their enemies in their owu 
destruction. Desperation redou- 
bled exertion and a steady discharge 
of seven muskets,at onevolley drove 
them overboard, and thus the crew 
regained the deck, of which the ene · 
my had possession four hours.— 
They now saw the Brother within 
half a cable's length also aground, 


with upwards of one hundred na 


tives on the deck, The Trial's 
swivels were now employed in aid 
of her musketry, and soon cleared 
her. Mr. Burnett and his people 
regained the deck of the Brothers, 
from whence they also had been 
driven, and a joint fire was kept 
up as long as the natives were with- 
in its reach, which did considerable 
execution. ‘ 


Mr. Burnett's report of the affair 
states that at half past twelve o'clock 
‘he heard a shout from the Trial 
‘and immediately hisawn decks were 

crowded with natives who had been 
previously along side his vessel, 
that he was instantly aware of this 
jintended assault, and seized a mus- 
iket, shot one of the mast forward..

hands tremble ; helgaths the sight 
of food; calls fora iglass of spirits 
to compose his stonfach; now -and 
then he emits a deep fetched sigh, 
or groan; from a trahsient twinge of 
conscience, but he more frequently 
scolds, and curses every thing a- 
round him. In this'state of languor 
and stupidity he remains for two or 
three days, before hé is able to re- 
sume his former habits of business 
and conversation. 

Pythagoras we are told maintain- 
ed that the soul of nien, after death, 
expiated the crimes committed by 
them in this word; animating cer - 
tain brute animals and that the souls 
of those animals, inſtheir turns, en- 
tered into men, and carried with 
them all their poculiar qualities and 
vices. This doctrihe of one of the 
wisest and best of the Greck philoso- 
phers was probably intended only 
to convey a lively itlea of the chan- 
ges which are induted in the body 
and mind of man bë a fit of drunk- 
enness.

It belongs to theihistory of drun- 
enness to remark} that its par- 
xjysms occur, like tlie parox- 
ysms of many diseases, at certain 
eriods, and after longer or shorter 
utervals. They often begin with 
nnual, and gradually increase in 
icir frequency, until they appear 
in quarterly, monthly, weekly, and 
juotidian or daily periods. Final- 
iy, they afford scarcely any marks 
ee remission, either during the day 
rthenight.

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At this time the whole continent of 
America, is freed from or in arnis 
against European tyranny, except 
the Canadas in N. America, and 
Guiana in S. America; the latter 
is governed by the Dutch, French 
and Portuguese, and will, no doubt, 
shortly throw olf the yoke of their 
European masters. Guiana ex- 
tends about 1200 miles from N. E. 
to S. W. that is, from the mouth of 


one continued plain tor several nun - 
dred miles; extremely lertile, aud 
producing. cotton in great abun- 
dance, tobacco, and the herb calied 
Paraguay, which is peculiar to tnis 
counury, and the infusion of which 
is drank in all the Spanisu provin- 
ces of south America, instead af tea. 
They have also a varicty of fruits, 
and very rich pastures; but the 
country is destitute of woods.

Good. My accounts witlt the 
government will shew whether I pe- 
ceive any thing -out of which to 
cheat it: A poor five hundred dol- 
lars, as sub-agent salery, does not 
buy the tobacco which E annually 
giveto those who call me Father. 

Cheat the Indians! The repect 
and friendship, which they have for 
me. the security of my possessions 
in the heart of their country, res- 
pond to this charge, and declare 
with voices louder than the tongue 
of men, that it cannot be true. 

„But Manuel gets so much rich 
fur!” Well, I will explain kow I 
get it. First. I put into my opera- 
tions great activity; I go a great 
‘distance. while same are consider- 
ing whether they will start to day 
or to-morrow. I impose upon my- 
sclf great privations; ten months 
in a ycar I am buried in the forest, 
at avast distance from my own 
house. I appear as the benefactor, 
and not asthe pillager of the Indians. 
Icarried among them the seed of 
the large pompion, from which I 
have seen in their possession the 
fruit weighing 160lbs. Also the 
large bean, the potatoe, the turnip ; 
and these vegetables now make a 
comfortable part of their subsis- 
tence,andthis year I have promised 
to carry the plough, Besides, my 
blacksmiths Work incessantly for 
them, charging nothing. I lend 
them traps, only demanding a pre- 
ference in their trade. My estal- 
lishments are the refuge of the 
weak, and of the old men no longer 
able to follow Their lodges ; and by 
these means I have acquired the 
confidence and friendship of these 
nations, and the consequent choice 
oftheir trade. - 

These things I have done, and} 
propose todo more. The Nicaras, 
the Mandans, the Gros-Venires, 
and the Assinnaboins, find them- 
selves near the establishment of 
Lord Selkirk upon the Red river. 
They can communicate with it in 
two or three days. The evils of 
such a communication will strike 
the minds of all persons, and it is 
for those who can handle the pen to 
delate upon them. For me, I go 
to form another establishment, to 
counteract the one in question, and 
shall labor to draw upon us the es- 
teem of those; nations, and to pre- 
vent their commerce from ‘passing 
into the hands of foreigners. 

I regret to have troubled your 
excellency with this exposition.

Most extraordinary - 


One of the most singular cir- |' 
i| cumstances recorded in the histo- 
ry of accidents, occurred in the 


town of Middlebury, Vermont, 
on the 16th instant, and exhibits, 
in the hero of misfortune, a mind 
excelling, in the cool, deliberate 
and determined virtues. ‘The 


Shattuck, on that day, in a piece 
of chopping that he was clearing, 


{felled a tree across a stump, In 
| which situation it remained near- 


ly balanced, the top, however, 
buoyed up the butts; while thus 
suspended, he undertook to cut 
the tree in two near the stump 
upon which it was lodged, and 
while standing upon it for that 
purpose, he cut so much more up- 
on the upper part than the under 
part of the tree that the weight of 
the butt caused it to split, and at 
the instant of the greatest vibra- 
tion or seperation of the severred 
parts, his foot slipped into the 
cavity of the opening timber, and 
remained as firmly fixed as in a 
vice. He ſell immediately back- 
warde, in which fall he lost his 
axe, but soon recavered a posi- 
tion that enabled him to hold up- 
on the tree by ane band: with 
the other he drew out his pocket 
knife and cut alimb with a hook 


attached to it with the intention: 


of drawing op the axe and cut- 
ting the tree to liberate his font, 


but soon found his efforts fruit- 


less. Ile next tried to break his 
leg, as that would have enabled 
him to turn his body in a posi- 
tion to sit upon the tree, and wait 
the lingering hour of assistance ; 
but his position prevented even 
the gratification of this harsh re- 
lief. Finding his strength fail- 
ing fast, and no prospect of time- 
ly relief, (as ne human assistance 
was within three quarters of-a 
mile) headopted the only alterna- 
tive that remained of saving him- 
selffrom the hard and horrible 
death of expiring while suspend- 
ed in the air, with his head down 
and his feetup. With his pen- 
knife he deliberately severed his 
foot from his leg at the ankle 
joint, and on his hands and knees 
bent hie course fur home. In 
this posture he crawled a full half 
mile before his calls for assistance 
were heard, and twice had to de- 
viate several rods from a direct 
line to a rivulet to quench his ra- 
ging thirst. We are happy to 
state that he is like to do well.

INGULAR ARRIVAL. 

Arrived at this port on Monday last, (39th 
June) a small schooner built hoat of about six 
tons burthen, 80 days from Rour. on the Mo- 
hawk river, stute of New York! The beat 
was conducted by capt. Denn and four Indir 
ans passengers, two squaws and an Indian 
boy. It was a handsome model, painted in 
neat stylr, with two masts, and sails, and an 
appropriate fag.—They sailed hence on the 
afternoon of the same day for the Wabash ; 
their avowed object is to enter lands on be- 
half uf their tribe, then to ascend the Wabash 
ta its source, cross over with their bont to the 
Maume, and return by the way of Lake Erie. 
This boat left Rome on the Ist of June, passed 
by way of Wood creek, Oneida Lake and Os- 
wego river, into Lake Ontario, and after navi- 
gating the greater part of the southern coast of 
that Lake, was conveyed round the falls of 
Niagara on wheels, eleven miles; then by way 
of Bulfaloe, acrossthe end of Lake Erie, to the 
mouth of Cataragus creek, and up it to a por- 
tage of eight miles und a half across to the 
head waters of the Allegany river. It arrived 
at this place, after passing two portages u- 
mounting to nineteen end and a half miles! 
During this time they were detained nearly 
ten days by head winds and rains.

This lethargic, apparent indiffe- 
rence undeniably exists. It would 
be idle for us to enquire into its 
causes, it will be sufficient fur us 
to show that it is not wise—that 
it is miserably impolitic. 

In attempting this, I will en- 
deavour to restrain myself from 
ihe warmth and the length of de- 
clamation—to abstract myself 
from all enthusiasm of feeling, 
and to speak and jndge of the 
matter with all the coolness of 
i calculation. In this point of view, 
the question offers itself under 
two considerations. ‘I'he proba- 
bility of the success of the revo- 
lutions of the Spanish dominions 
in South America, and the ad- 
es which may result from 
them. Was I addressing men of 
another age, I should limit my- 
self to the discussion of theas 
noin(s, and stop, after consider- 
ing the outline of their consequen- 
ces] bul the circumstances of the 
times, not less than the justice

| Various fatal accidents have 
yeceatly occarred from persons 
inadvertently taking paisonous 
substance. The following use- 
ful directions for such cases are 
gnen by Dr. Johustone of Bir- 
wingham: 

L 4st, When the preparations of 
arsenic,mercury, or of any metal, 
or wheu any unknown substance 
or matter has been swallowed, 
and there have speedily ensued 
heat of the mouth and throat, vio- 
lent pain of the stomach,retching 
and vomiting; immediately drink 
aplenty of warm water, with 
gommon soap scraped or dissolv- 
ed in it. Two or 3 quarts of 
warm water, with from three or 
fourounees to half a pound of 
soap, will not be too much. 

d. When any of the prepara- 
lions of opium, benbane, nigat- 
shade, hemlock, tobacco, fox- 
glove, or stramonium, or any poi- 
gonous fungus mistaken for mush- 
roons, or spirituous liquors rin 
excess, or any other unknown 
maller«, have been swallowed, 
exciling sickness without paid of 
the stomach, or producing giddi- 
ness, drowsiness, or sleep—give 
instantly one table spoonful, of 
flour of mustard in water, and 
repeat itin copious draughts of 
warm Water, constantly, until 
vomiling lakes place. If the 
person becomes so insensible as 
not to be easily roused, give ihe 


mostard in vinegar, instead „ofi 


water, and rub and shake the bo- 
dy actively and incessantly. 

3d. When spirits, of salt, or 
aquéfortis, have been swallowed 
orspilt upon the skin—immedi- 
ately drink. or waehthe part with 
large quantities of water, and, as 
9000 as they can be prohured, add 
Soap or potash, or chalk, to the 
Water. :

After the counse had 
finished summing up, the judge, 
lord Vorburg. told the jury that 
aiverdict for either party would 
satisfy Lim, and that they were 
at Anf liberty to find whatever 
veuliet they pleased. The jury

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PROTEST OF THE EX-EMPRESS MA- | 
: RIA LOUISA. 

The following is the protest of 
the ex-empress MARIA Louisa, 
addressed to the congress of Vi- 
enna, against the occupation of 
the Freuch throne by the Boar- 
bon dynasty. This document 
was originally written in French, 
and is now put into Eiglish, 
from a re- translation into French, 
done from a German version, dé- 
posited in the archives of the 
city of Frankfort: 

Manta Lovrsa, empress, arch- 
duchess of Adstria, duchess of 
Parma, in our name during the 
minority of our beloved son and! 
sovereign, and in the name of 
our son Charles Francis Napo- 
leon, as legitimate heir aad pos 
sessor of the imperial throne of 
France. 

_ The distance at which we are; 
kept from our hereditary states. 
and the absence of the members 
of our government preventing us 
from claiming, the admision of a 
minister to represent us at the 
congress now assembled at vien- 
na, and the desire of giving full 
authenticity to our reclamation in 
behalf of our beloved sovereign 
and son, have induced us, in im- 
itation of one immoral ancestor, 
of glorious memory, Maria The- 
resa, tə take the resolution of 
laying before the above 
mentianed congress, a dec- 
laration.of the rights of our be- 
loved son to the crown of France 
anil a developement of the princi- 
ples on which théy_are founded, 
tothe end that it be Known te 
Europe and the French nation, 
that it has never been our inten- 
tioa willingly to renounce the 
imperial throne of France, on 
which it pleased Divine Provi- 
dence to place ns. 

We will not here call to mind 
the disasters which deprived the 
house of Boarbon‘of the. French 
tbrone. We will rather throw a 
veil over the errors of Princes, 
and the faults of nations.— 
We will not defead the work

The independence of France, 
under the new goverament of her 
choice, was then, acknowledged 
by the very powers who at pres- 
ent compose this congress. On 
the Sth of April, 1795, the treaty 
of Basle was signed between 
France and Prussla; on the 22d 
July, same year, another treaty 
was signed at Basle, between re- 


latter power, onthe 7th June, in 
the following year, concluded a 
treaty of alliance with the execu- 
tive directory. The courts of 
Sardinia and Naples signed, in 
the course of the same.year, the 
trst onthe (5th of May, the oth- 
or on the 10th October, a treaty 
with the same republican govern- 
ment. The pope, the minor 
states of Germany and Italy, so- 
lemnly acknowledged also the 
new government of France. 
Austria signed the treaty of 
Campo Formia. with the directo- 
ry; aud that of Luneville with 
the first consul. England hy the 
treaty of Amiens, fst October 
(802; Spain by that of 27th 
March 1802; Russia by that of 
Sth October, 1803; acknowledg. 
ed succeasfally the consular gov- 
ernment, which proclaimed a gen- 
eral peace on the 18th Brumaire, 
10th year of the republic. 

The act which raised the al- 
tar again, and give peace to the 
Gallican church, which brought 
b morality, checked false 
doctrine, and substituted true be- 
lief in their lieu, the Concordat, 
in a word, of which the benefi- 
cial effects, will long be feit by 
religion, put the seal, as it were, 
to those transactions of state pol- 
icy, by which a government, dif- 
ferent from that of the ancient 
mouarchy, was solemuly recog- 
nized by all Europe. Who at 
that time suspected the princes 
of the house of Bourbon, .of en- 
tertaining rights of sovereignty 
over France? That which in 

igġed, can it rise agsin? 
leona had no legal rights 
then, what right can they have 
now? The French people un- 
questionably enjoyed the pleni- 


period, when to give greater sta- 
bility to institutions which bad 
put an end to the evils of the 
revolutions, and to givs to Eu- 
rope a pledge-~of--that—stability; 
the French people bestewed on 
the first. consul Bsnaparte, -tho 
the consular powcr for life, The 
new organization ofthe state; ia 
armony withthe genius 
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come: 
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of ita bled in Congressy arrived in ite 


permanency, to make them cor. 
respond witu the governments of 
the other states uf Europe, the 
nation substituted for the consy- 
lar power,.the imperial power, 
which is rendered. hereditary in 
the family of Napolean Bona. 
parte. The citizens of the towns, 
the communes, and the smallest 
hamlets, covered with their 
names the registers, wherein the 
question of the erection of the ent- 
pire, and of the election of Napo- 
lean Bonaperte was submitted to 
them. He was elected and pro. 
claimed with acclamations. He 
received the oath of allegiance 
from his subjects. The temples 
resounded with thanksgivings - 
from the people to the Divinity. 
The clergy. inthe holy office of 
the mass, prayed for his person 
and his family, and svon the ven- 
erable chief of Christendom, 
came in person to consecrate iu 
the metropolitan church a power 
which the emperor Napolean 
had, till then, only held from the 
hands of the people. i 

What was then wanting io the - 
legitimacy of his crown? Had 
he nol received it from God and 
his country? In other terms, 
from divine right and from na- 
tional right? 

Europe adopted these princi- 
ples, and Napolean assumed the 
rank assigned to him among the 
sovereigns, by the extent and 
power of his empire. Austria 
acknowledged the emperor Na- 
polean on the 26th December, 
1805, by the treaty of Presburg 
—the sovereigns of Bavaria dnd 
Wirtemberg were his allics,|the’ 
same treaty raised them to the 
royal dignity. On the 11th De- 
cember, 1807, the elector of Sax-- 
ony received, by virtas of the 
treaty of Posen, conclided with 
Napolean, the title of king. Did 
Europe dispute the legitimacy . 
of these titles, emanated from the 
imperial powerand from France? 

Prussia acknowledged the 
French empire and the emperor 
Napolean, by the treaty of Til. 
sit, July 9, 1807.— The emperor - 
of Russia preserved his army, 
amounting to about 200,000 men, 
by virtue of this same treaty, 
which acknowledged not, only 
the French empire and the em. 
peror Napolean, hut also the ex- 
istence as kings of the princes of- 
the. imperial family. Finally. 
the treaties of October (31h, 1809, 
and 6th, of January. 1810, be. 
tween Sweden ant Frahcg, com- 
plete the acts of external policy, 
which consolidate tie dynasty - 
thus seated on the throne of 
France. All continental Europe, 
indeed, was the ally of. the em- 
peror Napalean. Na 

The family alliances of the 
emperor Napolean with the most 
august sovereign houses, tended 
to cousolidate the social compact 
as established in France: His. 
strongly cemented institutions 
ensured the stability of fhe man- 
archial form of government, he 
had restored; they opposed an 
invincible barrier to the invasion, 
ofthe democratic system. The 
revolution of France hás taught 
nations to look into the cabinet: 
of princes. i 

It was under ihe guarantee of 
the constitution of the French em. 
pire —under ‘that of the treaties 
and of the alllances of foreizn 
sovereigns, that I became the 
consort of Napoleon. It was 
under these guarantees that prince 
Charles Francis Napoledp, bora ` 
of your nation, grounds hiz claim 
ty the French throne, - which. - 
claim,'the princes assembled: at 
this ‘congress have so often acs 
knowledged to be legitimate, _.

-- ERUPTION OF VESUYIUS., | 


An article from Naples, dated 
July 20, saya— The present erup- 
lions of Vesuvius are astonishing. 
Copper, iron, Alkaline acid, sulphur. 
sulpherick acid, ehalk, and amg- 
niack, form salts that are some- 
times in a mass, aud sometimes di- 
vided. It is observed that copper 
is very much mixed with volcanic 
matter; quantities sf it are found 
anong the different kinds of lava. 
Vesuvius, which since the year 
1818, has been more or less in a 
state of commotion, has entirely 
covered its former crater with a 
thick crust, over which the new e- 
Fuptions have throy.a tivo little 
mountains, from = whente come 
smoke, ashes, aud vitrified stones. 
The earth is ‘covered with bits of 
transparent glass. The crust is 
so considerable, that if it is not 
propped up, the sinking of the mat- 
ter composing it will” produce an 
effect like that of the eruption which 
took place in the time of Titus.“ 


M. de Humboldt has discovered 
the existence of a curious analogy 
between the distribution of the mag- 
netic influence and that of heat, 30 


each, by the tines which indicate 
their relation and interest. These 
lines shew that by the influence af 
these great geological eanses the 
temperature varies in points situated 
under the same parellef, and that it 
is the same in points differing in 
latitude. A. Humboldt bas illus- 
trated the laws of this diversity in 
a most luminous manner.
